Sandycroft, Chester, May 4.—I beg to hand you my report upon your mining 
property in Scotland, whichI visited last week. The sett, which is a very ex- 
tensive one, beirg nearly 5 miles in length and 344 in width, is situated close to 
the town of Creetown, in Kirkcudbrightshire, bounded to the west by the Old 
Cairnsmore Mines, and to the south-east by the Creetown Mine. A number of 
fine masterly lodes are to be seen at the surface at different points, and several 
of these can be traced for hundreds of fathoms in length through thesett. These 
lodes are of two different kinds, some running to the north of west and and south 
of east, but at different angles; and others running to the east of north and 
west of south. Nearly all the lodes at present discovered are marked and num- 
bered upon the Ordnance Map shown to me by Capt. Hawke; those running 
north of west and south of east being coloured biue, and the caunter lodes red. 
About £600 has been expended in trials of a superficial nature at various points 
on the property. These trials, as far as they have been carried, are very satis- 
factory, aud give considerable promise of future successes. Referring to the 
lodes marked blue on the map, Nos. 1, 2, and 3 can betraced fora long distance 
on the summit of Culcronchie hill, running parallel toone another at a distance 
of 5 to 10fms. apart.

district are productive at a considerable depth from the surface. At the Cairns- 
more Mine, also, the returns of ore weresome 6) tons per month, and a fine course 
of ore was worked in the 110 fm. level; the lode is about |2 ft. wide. The No. 13 
lode is to be seen in a cutting upon the railway, close to Culcronchie Bridge. It 
is a wide, open-looking vein, but at this point much disordered. A small lode 
No. 14, parallel to this, was discovered under the bridge in the Burn. We now 
come to No. 15 lode, the only one upon which a shaft has been sunk in this large 
sett. The depth at present attained isonly 16 ft. fromthe surface, and the lode 
here Is 5 to 6 ft. wide, composed principally of quartz, and carrying arib of rich 
lead ore, nearly solid, from 314 to 4 in. wide, and some 2 ft. of the lode besides, 
full of strong spots of ore, worth in one end of the shaft fully 15 ewta. of ore 
perfathom.

Derwent Mines, Riding Mill, Northumberland, June 30, 1870.—Acting upon Mr. 
John Taylor’s instructions, I carefully examined your extensive mineral pro- 
perty, situated near Creetown, Kirkcudbright. The veins are large and nume- 
rous, traversing the trap formation and portions of argillaceous schist, which 
is more or less associated with the veins.—Champion Mine: The deep adit level 
cross-cut, driving north towards No. 18 vein, was taken up at the Chain burn, 
and driven upon a cross vein about 32 fathoms, which had influenced the main 
vein—so much so, that a part of the vein can be traced on the east side of the 
level for 2 or 3 fathoms back from the present end, which consists of quartz, 
spar, spots of mundic, blende, and lead ore, of no market value ; a few fathoms 
will very probably intersect the principal part of the vein. There are elghteen 
known veins tothe north of this level within 244 miles. Theout-cropof this vein 
where seen crossing the burn is very wide, composed principally of quartz, spar, 
mundic, &. The level continued would drain the above veins and high backs. 
No. 17 vein is also large, containing strong branches of quartz and spar. The most 
encouraging part is that about 3 feet wide, containing small specimens of nickel, 
having on the south wall greenstone, and clay-slate partially decomposed on 
the north.—No. 15: The bearing of this vein is about the same direction as Noa. 
18 and 17, being 33° south of east and north of west. The engine-shaft is sunk 
10 fathoms upon the vein, capable of receiving large pitwork. At present the 
water is drained by means of a small water-whoel ; should it be found necessary, 
a larger wheel, 50 or 60 feet diameter, coald be put up--say 200 to 300 fathoms 
down the burn. The psesent machinery will likely enable you to go down 10 or 
more fathoms deeper. The 10 fm. level has been driven north upon the courso 
of the vein about 9 fathoms, which produced excellent lead ore, and the present 
end is promising, yielding nice pieces of ore, with small strings or branches con- 
taining spar and spots of lead ore. About midway between this and the shaft, 
I observed a good profitable vein in the roof of level, and I was told the vein was 
very productive in the sole.

A few fathoms south of shaft, an open cutting 24 fms. in length 
has been made, and a cross level driven some 9 feet to the vein, Here a winze 
is sunk, uow full of water, 11 feet. The vein I was told is 4 or 5 feet big, com- 
posed of quartz, spar, blende, stones of lead, and a little copper ore, samples of 
which I examined at thesurface, About 125 fathoms south this vein is inter- 





sected by an cast and west vein, hading north towards No. 15 vein. The back 
of this vein has been laid open for a few fathoms; it 1s wide, and composed of 
quartz, spar, and occasional spots of mundie. At this mine [ took a sample of 
dressed ore from a small parcel lying on the dressing-floor, which gave by assay 
77 per cent. of lead and 2 ozs. 17 dwts. 4 grs. of silver pertonof pigiead. Nos. 1, 
2, and 3 veins have nearly the same bearing, being 36° south of east. No.1 
is a strong vein, showing good spots of lead ore when seen in the burn; between 
this and No. 2 vein there is a portion of schist, and, I may add, elvan. A day 
level is driven a short distance east upon this veln composed principally of clay- 
slate. in all probability the main part is standing tothe north. No. 3 shows 
spots of copper ore at the out-crop on the moor, not far from the burn. The 
junction of the three veins is said to be eastof this point. Nos. 4, 5, and 6have 
been proved only by making trencheson the backs of these veins, in which I was 
told copper, lead, and blende were found in small quantities, but not of com- 
mercial value. These plts are now full of water and stuff, so that I could not 
examine them forming their intersections at the point of junction with theclay- 
slate and granite, at Culcronckie Hill to the east; No. 41s 6 feet wide, No. 5 
4 feet, and No.6 vein 10 feet wide, I noticed the out-crop of veins in Calchronchie 
burn. No.7, or spring water vein—which may also be termed the monster vein 
—is said to be 50 ft. wide. It can be seen in places north of the burn, on the Cuill 
estate, where the water is gushing out at several points strongly charged with 
the oxide of iron.—No. 8: The end of the level upon this vein stands 25 fathoms 
east of burn. Open cutting 10 fathoms, driven 15 fathoms, good samples of lead 
and copper, mixed with blende; also the carbonate of lead and copper, lyiug at 
surface, near to the entrance of the level, which must be regarded as being very 
promising looking vein stuff. The vein here is strong and masterly, notwith- 
standing it has been influenced by a caunter vein, and heaved some 344 fathoms 
to the west. This working is 30 fathoms east of trial shaft, which is sunk from 
surface 5 fathoms, now partly filled with water. I was informed that the vein 
is 5% feet wide at that depth, and judging from the fine pieces of copper ore

to drive to intersect it; this should be done. This cross-cut was intended to 
cut No. 2 copper vein, and then to drive on its course to intersect all the other 
lead veins. In doing this high backs would be attained.—The Deep Adit Level 
Cross-Cut : Here an open cutting has been brought up for about 12 fms. long, 
and the level extended from it about 3 fathoms towards No. 2 vein ; by driving 

upon this vein would cut the same veins as the above cross-cut, but come up 

26 fathoms below it, and about the same at the engine-shaft. If continued as 

far as 1, 2, and 3, 45 fathoms, and under the summit of Culcronchie Hill, about 
105 fathoms cover would be got. This isa very important trial, and should be 
carried forward with vigour. There are convenient places for reservoirs and 

for dressing-floors at those cross-cuts, or day levels.—Dallash : This mine issitu- 

ated about 5 miles north-east of the Champion Mines, in the slope of a high 

mountain, and where considerable cover, or backs, can be got by taking up an 

adit level upon the line of the vein—stil!, nothing of this mode of mining could 
have been entertained by the formercompany. A whim-shaft has been sank a 

few fathoms above the base of the mountain, 20 fathoms, and a 10 fm. level 

driven 6 fathoms north of shaft,and about 3 fathoms south ; the bottom, or 
20 fm. level is driven north 8 or 9fathoms, and south about 14 fathoms. Those 
places, I was told, produced good pieces of lead ore, and which I saw lying at 
the surface. The vein which now forms the bed of the burn for some distance 

is 8 or 9 feet wide, and it has been washed away for a considerable distance of 

length by the water toa depth of from 15 to 20 feet In one place, leaving both 








walls of the vein quite perfect to surface. Here the vein does nct present very 
great promise; the vein stuff on the hillocks and about the shaft top has a much 
better appearance, and judging from this, more especially, a further and more 
substantial trial should be made. In passing through Blackcraig and Cairns- 
more Mines, [ noticed that the vein stuff differsin appearauce. I am of opinion 
that the Blackcraig Mine has not been operated upon at Cairnsmore, that is, 
Judging partly from the workings, unless a most rapid bend has taken place, or 
the vein moved from its regular course by a cross vein of some considerable 
power, which I think is not very likely.

Oct. 15.—We beg to hand you our report for the quarterly meeting, to be held 
on the 18th iast. Since our last general meeting we have resumed the sinking 
of Trelawny’s engine-shaft below the 230; this shaft is now down close upon 
4 fms. below the level. We have completed the cutting of the cistern-plat, &c., 
which is now in order for fixing a permanent lift. We are quite justified in 
saying the stratum of ground in this shaft is everything that can be desired for 
the production of mineral, and the ground ts easy for exploring ; although down 
to so deep a level, we are sinking it for 201. per fathom. At Smith’s engine- 
shaft the 222 is extended north about 12 fms. ; there is still a very promising 
looking lode in the end, producing cccasional stones of ore, and letting out water 
freely; this we consider a good indication.

The report of the committee of management was read, as follows :— 

Since the committee presented their last report the mine has been under a 
great disadvantage, owing to a scarcity of water-power, 80 much so that at 
times only six stampers could be kept going. It is admitted on all hands that this 
has been an exceptionally dry season. In their last report the committee tati- 
mated to the shareholders that the elvan had so fallen off in value in the open 
workings, where alone it had been explored, that it could no longer pay for work- 
ing. Mining agents whose advice could be relied on were called to inspect the 
elvan, and to account for the sudden and to us unaccountable falling off in its 
value. Those who had previously given good reports of it expressed their sur- 
prise and disappointment at the disappearance of the tin. One of them sug- 
gested that this fallure was owing to a “fault,” or irruption of ground of an- 
other formation, in which case we might expect to find it as good as at the be- 
ginning, after driving through the intervening worthless ground. Another 
gave it as his opinion that the elvan dipped under the hiil, and that what we 
had come to was only a atch of granite lying on It, All, however, agreed in 
recommending that the deep adit, which was only 10 fms. from the elvan, and 
which, if continued, would intersect it upwards of 400 ft. in advance of the fur- 
thest open workings, and nearly 200 ft. deep, should be continued till t should 
cut the elvan. ‘This advice has been followed, but owing to the hardness of the 
ground and bad air the driving has been slow. ‘he agent believes that we are 
now very near the elvan, and that any day it may be cut. This is a most inte- 
resting point in the mine, owing to the distance and great depth at which the 
elvan will be proved.

INDIAN CoAL,—It is satisfactory to learn that the practicability

REMARKS.—Our market for all kinds of metals continues very 
quiet. The greatest indisposition is manifested to enter upon any 
transaction that can possibly be avoided. Buyers just supply their 
actual requirements, All speculation has entirely ceased, and the 
shipping trade is at the lowest ebb, Reports from the East are as 
discouraging as ever, and merchants are wisely of opinion that it is 
better to sit still and do little or nothing rather than commit themselves to the 
great uncertainty which overhangs every department of business. The pro- 
spects of peace appear as distant as ever, and every day that the war Is pro- 
longed only increases the difficulty of coming to a satisfactory and permanent 
settlement. As we have already repeatedly remarked, no real improvement can 
be looked for until the establishment of peace is confirmed, and even then, so 
far as the continental trade is concerned, the exhaustion has become so com- 
plete and so wide-spread, the vital energy of both French and Germans has been 
so entirely expended upon war, that the resuscitation of the avocations of 
peace, and the expenditurejof public or private funds upon the same, will pro- 
bably be a very slow and gradual process. 

CoPpPER,—Although quotations are firm, at a rise of about 1/. for 
Chili bars, since our last issue, the market remains without any ani- 
mation. Shipments from Valparaiso for the fortnight are reported 
to be only 1500 tons; the average being considerably above this 
quantity accounts for the firmness of the market at the moment, and 
holders are encouraged to look for better prices, The two causes 
which will operate very materially in their favour are the continuance of light 
charters, and the restoration of peace, On the other hand, it must be remem- 
bered that so soon as prices become remunerative, the power of production being 
illimitable, there is always the fear of this market being again swamped with 
over-supplies. Chill bars are quoted at 611. to 621., according to brand. Aus- 
trallan,70l, There is hardly anything doingin English; and so little confidence 
have consumers, that present low prices are the lowest at which copper may be 
bought, that they are unwilling to enter into forward contracts, and purchased 
only just what suffices for immediate use, 

Inon.—The trade generally is quiet. Shipments to the East are 
reduced as regards merchants’ barstoa minimum, The home trade 
in this variety is fairly sustained. Business has been done in hoops, 
Rails are inactive, although many mills are still working full time in 
fulfilment of outstanding contracts. Some considerable anxiety is 
felt in this department with reference to the future. In Swedish iron 
we have no transactions to report. Prices are, nevertheless, upheld, and as the 
season for arrivals is approaching a conclusion, and stocks are not excessive, it 
is probable that prices will be maintained until the ensuing spring. It is pos- 
sible, with reference to the few shipments which are still to come forward, that 
sellers may prefer to close contracts at a slight concession rather than incur 
landing expenses.—Scotch Pigs: Noimportant variation toreport, The market 
throughout the week has been without animation, so far as regards speculative 
demand ; while, on the other hand, there has been a fair enquiry for homecon- 
sumption, and shipments are being proceeded with actively, there being an in- 
crease of 634 tons for the week ending Oct. 15, compared with the same perlod 
last year.

LEAD.—This metal has not altered its position during the week.

OUR COLLIERY SUBORDINATES. 


As opportunities have served, this Journal has referred with satis- 
faction to the efforts which the mining engineers of the North of 
England have for some time been making to instruct those below 
them in certain of the scientific principles of their calling. Than 
mining engineers no men know more how great is the need for a 
higher class of education amongst the subordinates of a pit. Let 
the mining engineer be as efficient as is possible, all his efficiency is 
not enough to secure the safe working out of his plans, As com- 
pared with the whole time during which the pit is in operation the 
hours he spends below ground are few. He can do no more than 
entrust to others the execution of plans which he cannot himself see 
carried out. Yet how few, comparatively, there are in whom he can 
feel confidence. The dread of what may happen in his absence is 
constantly haunting him, and this without his being hypercritical 
or nervously anxious. No less a cause of apprehension to the Go- 
vernment Mines Inspector is the same deficiency in trade knowledge 
amongst firemen, deputies, and the like. Hence the Inspectors’ re- 
ports constantly lament that such should be the state of things inan 
industry eminently requiring that the opposite should prevail. It 
may be highly colouring the facts when Dr. LYON PLAYFAIR says 
that 1000 miners are every year sacrificed in this country because 
there are no schoolmasters to teach them the nature of the deadly | 
gases amongst which they work ; but itis, no doubt, true that because | 
of the little technical knowledge which the miner possesses very many | 
pitmen’s lives are annually sacrificed. An intelligent familiarity | 
with the sources of danger would induce a caution most blessed in | 
its results. The North of England mining engineers know all this, | 
and they are doing their best to remedy the evil themselves. Scien- | 
tific reformers, they, like religious reformers, take the truth to the 
people, and wait not for the people to come to the truth. In many | 
localities they have set in motion a machinery which with only a} 
little more encouragement from without than it is now receiving 
would be effectual in securing issues of a highly satisfactory charac- 
ter. They might not be as satisfactory as is desired, but they could 
be mide as much so as is to be fairly looked for whilst the primary | 
education of the massess is so low as at present. 

Their plan is to encourage actual workers in the mine to put them- 
selves under the tuition of men qualified to instruct them in the pre- | 
cise branches of knowledge in which, in order to their trade pro- 
ficiency, they are most deficient. Qualified teachers the mining en- | 
gineers desire to send into the different mining localities where the | 
men and youths are living, and there at their own doors give them 
the help they need. As far as they have been able, this is what 
they have been doing, and doing with so much success as to encour- 
age them to continue their work in a hopeful spirit. Parliament, in | 
its genuine concern for the technical advancement of the people, 
has voted liberal funds for the promotion of the desideratum. The 
money has been at the disposal of that governmental division known 
as the Science and Art Department. But this department is ever- 
more making alterations in the conditions under whichit will afford 
help to those who are anxious to secure it, and many have been the 
good projects which these changes have nipped in their infancy and 
youth. The good work of the northern mining engineers, of which 
we speak ,is now from the same cause in jeopardy, The engineers 
correctly judge that the greatest need of help exists in the pit vil- 
Jages, where the elucational advantages of the people are the fewest. 
Chiefly at those piaces they have induced as many as 500 people to 
put themselves under such scientific training as their deficient rudi- 
mentary knowledge will permit. Itis clear that the central authori- 
ties must not look for too much in such cases, if they are to utilise | 
the material at present to hand. What they at first required the 
mining engineers did not think too much; but they have advanced 
upon theearlier standard. The result is that, although a good pro- 
portion of the learners have gone up for examination, yet only a 
few have passed. Hence the promoters of the scheme we are dis- 
cussing fairly ask that the standard shall be reduced, or else that a 
higher capitation grant may be given by the department. The North | 
of England Institute of Mining, Civii, and Mechanical Engineers 
will do well to carry out the recommendation of their technical com- | 
mittee, and send a deputation to the Science and Art Department, 
with a view to induce them to make the needed concessions. The 
committee very naturally prefer a reduction inthe standard. Itdoes | 
not follow that if that should be allowed in the villages the same 
must happen in the towns. Though there, too, in respect of the | 
mining population, the requirements of the department must be of | 
that encouraging character which can be alone practically service- | 
able until the new sphere of primary education shall have made its | 
mark upon our toiling masses. In the time to come considerable | 
things may be expected, but at present there must be coaxing, and 
learners who have courage enough to come forward must not be un- 
necessarily checked in their laudable efforts by the depressing in- | 
fluence of unsuccess, : 

We plead for the villages. The towns will soon be taking care of 
themselves. Already from end to end of the country the people of 
all grades arc moving that their respective localities may as much as 
possible benefit by the new legislation. It is desired that school 
boards shall be formed equal to the work that should be done. Wisely 
it is suggested that the new primary education shall embrace early 
training inthe physical sciences. Dr. BinkBecKand Lord BROUGHAM 
were in a:ivance of their time when they started mechanics’ insti- 
tutes for training artizans in the sciences. Now, however, the time 
of mechanics’ institutesiscoming. Free libraries and reading rooms, 
and a good srstem of popular rudimentary education will leave them 
free to pursue their especial vocation. Their technical classes will 
be fed with a material prepared for them, From the students at 
such places the Science and Art Department may reasonably look for 
attainments to which the village students cannot be expected as yet 
to aspire. The sentiments of Dr. PLAYFAIR, uttered in his address 
as President of the Social Science Congress, at Newcastle, are appli- 
cable here. The President said, “I must conclude with the expres- 
sion of a hope that the greater power vested in the Educational De. | 
yartment of the Privy Council will henceforth be exercised in a li- | 
ae spirit, and that the pedantry of office may relax in some degree | 
the rigour of its adherence to established rules and measurements,” | 

















What may be termed middle-class schools for the teaching of mining 
and mechanics, such as those discussed at the last meeting of the 
South Wales Institute of Mining Engineers ; and mining colleges, 
such as those advocated by the Dean of DURHAM, are safe to come 
about in a comparatively brief time. The persons for whom they 
are intended are better able to take care of themselves than those for 
whom the northern engineers plead and labour. Those measures, too, 
belong to aclass always blessed with that kind of help to which we 
owe our national universities, WHITWORTHS will ever and,anon 
offer to aid advanced students to attain to high positions. At this 
moment Sir RODERICK MURCHISON is offering to endow the Univer- 
sity of Edinburgh with 6000/. for a chair of geology and mineralogy, 
if Government will come forward with a similar sum. The depart- 
ment must second the noble offer of the Director-General of the Geo- 
logical Survey of Great Britain. Nor must they be less attentive to 
the pressing claims of our deserving colliery subordinates, 





MINES AND MINERS, 


Mr. Bruce having made known his intention tointroduce the Mines 
Regulation Bill as it stood when introduced to the House of Commons 
a few monthssince, early in the ensuing session, as a matter of course 
the leaders of the mining body have already taken the initiatory steps 
for having certain alterations made init. The declaration of the 
Home Secretary, it appears, was made whilst he was addressing his 
constituents at Paisley, so thatin all probability we may look for the 
measure as being amongst the first that will be laid on the table of 
the House of Commons, Happily, through the intervention of Lord 
ELCHO, most of the principal points in dispute were arranged at 
meetings held at his house, at which the representatives of the col- 
liery owners and of the colliers were present. But there are still a 
few notunimportant points that have not been settled, whilst a compa- 
ratively new body, known as the Amalgamated Association of Miners, 
has started certain new or exploded theories, which the leaders wish 
to have introduced into the Bill. 

Unlike the National Miners’ Association, which numbers about 
30,000 members, and was established for the purpose principally of 
obtaining legislative enactments ensuring the safety of the miner, 
the education of young persons employed in collieries, and increased 
inspection, the Amalgamated, whilst trying to secure those and other 
advantages, promotes and provides for strikes where it is considered 
necessary for them to take place. Wanting in leaders like Messrs. 
McDONALD, NORMANSELL, BURT, CASEY, and others belonging to 
the older Associatian, the chief of the Amalgamated proposes to have 
certain provisions of a truly astonishing character introduced into 
the Bill. Mr. HALLIDAY, the gentleman alluded to, and who has 
been appointed to go to London to see to the Bill being made a valu- 
able one, is to have a clause inserted by which it shall be provided 
“To have the whole of the places in mines inspected every day bya 
sub-Inspector, and a report of the inspection entered in a book, to be 
forwarded to the Inspector,” &c. Now, as the number of collieries 
in the United Kingdom is about 3000, according to Mr. HALLIDAY 
we should have at the very least 1500 sub-Inspectors appointed, who 
would thus relieve the colliery owners of nearly all their present 
authority. The same gentleman also suggests that the new Bill should 
provide that in all fatalities caused by accidents in coal mines one- 
half of the jury convened for the purpose of tracing the cause of the 
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accident should be working miners, With such views, it is needless 
to state, that were they participated in by the great body of miners, 
all chance of passing a Bill which should render legislation for 
some vears to come unnecessary, would be futile. 

Fortunately, however, the heads of the Miners’ National Associa- 
tion are not so extravagant and impracticable as Mr. HALLIDAY 
appears to be. They consider the Bill as it is good, but capable of 
improvement, and at the council meeting, held at Leeds on Tuesday, 
their views were urged with great moderation. The Chairman said 
that the Bill of last session as it stood would have been accepted by 
the Association, not as the best bill that could be devised, but as the 
best that could be obtained. Some modification in several of the 
clauses, it was stated, would be proposed, more especially with a view 
to making the weighing of coal on the pit bank by the standard 
weights of the country compulsory. Thatsystem we may say is now 
general in the South Yorkshire district, and has worked satisfactorily 
to both master and men. Compensation for accidents in mines is 
also to be obtained if possible, and theuse of gunpowder prohibited, 
whilst men are to work where safety-lamps are exclusively used. 

As might be expected, the truck system was denounced, and Mr. 
BRUCE was reported to have said that those employers who were 
guilty of breaches of the Truck Act were a disgrace to the country, 
and it was proposed that a memorial should be presented to that 
gentleman, “ praying that those magistrates who were guilty of such 
conduct should be removed from the Commission of the Peace.” Of 
course no allusion was made to the benefits which the establishment 
of well-conducted shops, in isolated districts, had conferred on the 
miner and his family. Notwithstanding that some few strong ex- 
pressions were indulged in, it is gratifying to find that those who have 
taken the most active part in having a Dill framed as favourable as 
possible to the body which they represent, conducting their delibera- 
tions in a practical manner, and not seeking to endanger necessary 
legislation, by demanding what it would not only be impossible to 
concede, but which could not by any means be carried out. And al- 
though there is to be a conference, at which mining districts, where 
the men belong to other unions, or to no union at all, will be invited 
to attend, there is now every reason to believe that the Bill of last 
session—a good many of the clauses in which were the result of com- 
promise—will become law, and thus put an end to the agitation which 
has so long prevailed. 

Many of the provisions in it will be found of advantage to the 
coalowner and the collier also, and with some improvement in the 
matter of inspection—probably by the appointment of a few more 
Inspectors, seeing that in some districts there are double the number 
of mines that there are in others—we believe the Bill can be satis- 
factorily worked, and in all probability lead to a more healthy un- 
derstanding between masters and men—a consummation devoutly 
to be wished for. The particular views of Mr. HALLIDAY, we need 
scarcely say, find no favour with those who, acting on the part of the 
men, have been instrumental in making the Bill of last session what 
in was, and we have probably heard the last of that gentleman’s 
very singular and unrealisable views, 





ARBITRATING WITH THE SCOTCH PUDDLERS AS TO 
THEIR RATE OF WAGES. 

It will be in the recollection of our readers that during the month 
of June last the Scotch puddlers struck work for an advance of wages; 
and, after remaining on strike for eight weeks, it was agreed to remit 
the matter to arbitration, With this purpose the arbitor—Mr. GEORGE 
ANDERSON, M,.P.—met in Glasgow on Wednesday and Thursday, the 
12th and 13th inst., with those interested, when the following ques- 
tions were submitted for his decision :— 

1. Whether the puddlers of Scotland are entitled to an advance of 6d. per ton 
on puddiing ? and, 2, Whether there should not be a reduction on puddling in 
some departments ? Mr. WM. BURNS, writer, was present In the interest of the 
masters, and Mr. JouN KAN&, Darlington, secretary of the National Association 
of Ironworkers, for the men, The puddiers put forward the following reasons 
in support of their claim for an advance:—1, We consider that we are entitled 
to 6d. per ton advance in consequence of the yleld being considerably lower in 
Scotland, in proportion to the charge per heat, than In England,—2. The num- 
ber of houses which are required to gain six heats per shiit in Scotland are, as 
a rule, greater than in England.—3. Weare compelled to finish our shift far 
more frequently with five heats than they do In England, which reduces most | 
seriously tle weckly value of our earnings.—4. We consider that we are entitled 
to 6d. extra on our present price, because the Scotch tron is harder to work than 
the English six-heat tIron.—5, The Scotch merchant tron, plates, angles, &c., 
brings a higher price In the market. Hence we belleve that we are entitied to 
a higher price for labour, proportionate with the selling price of finished 
iron.—6. It was a custom np to April, 1865, to pay a higher price for pud- 
dling Seotch pig-iron than was pald for puddilnug Eugiish pig-iron, and we do 
not see any reason, therefore, why this time-honoured custom should be 
departed from,—8, The men In the North of England have received 1s. 6d, per 
advance, and the men of Scotland only Is., hence we ask for 6d. more.—8. 
rhe selling price of finished fron Is considerably higher than it was, dating from 
the time the price of puddling was fixed and agreed to date from, which was 
signed by Mr. THomMAs Huones, referee tothe North of Kugland Board for 1870

‘There is a great traffic to those works in iron ship-plates, &c., 
and these goods are brought from Consett, Middlesborough, &c., by rail, and on 
reaching Gateshead a transfer has to be made to water carriage, and, of course, 
this is a great disadvantage, as much time is wasted, and also much extra 
expense incurred. The only course open to remedy this defect appears to be 
the construction of a short river line that will touch all the most important 
points, aud the branch from the North-Eastern Railway to Newcastle Quay is 
a good step in this direction, and all that is wanted is the continuance of a 
river-side railway or tramway, in order to connect the mata works with the 
North-Eastern system. An independent railway 1s not required at all, indeed, 
it is difficult to see how an independent line could be worked with any advan- 
tage, as the whole of the great traffic in iron, ship-plates, &c., comes into con- 
nection with the North-Eastern system, and what is really wanted is direct 
railway communication from the iron works, ore mines, and collierles to the 
large iron works, &c., on the Tyne. ‘The largest works on the south side of the 
Tyne possess this communication already, and it is, of course, a great advan- 
tage to them, and It Is, therefore, quite natural that the owners of large works 
on the north side should wish for the same direct communication. The traffic 
alluded to on the North-Eastern bas increased enormously during the last few 
years, and especially during the past year, and, of course, a large fleet of lighters 
are employed in supplying the works down the river with iron, coal, and 
other materials. . :

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REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE, 

Oct, 20.—There is no change to be noted with regard to the Iron 
Trade of Derbyshire, which remains in about the same state as pre- 
viously reported. House Coal is in rather improving demand, and a 
large tonuage is being forwarded to London. The reduction in the 
rate from South Yorkshire to Retford, which has been initiated for 
the purpose of regaining some portion of the metropolitan trade at 
present enjoyed by the Derbyshire coalowners, has as yet in no way 
interfered with the business doing by the latter. Althoush much has 
been made of the difference in the rate charged by the Midland and 
Great Northern, so much in favour of the former, it should not be 
overlooked that the Great Northern Railway Company carries more 
coal from the North of England—from the Usworth, Lambton, and 
a few more collleries—than it does from the whole of South Yorkshire, although 
they are distaut from Loudon some 70 or 80 miles further than the collieries in 
the neighbourhood of Wombwell. If the Great Northera desired to cultivate the 
Yo Kshire (rade no doubt it could do sv, but it evidently kKuows Its own interest 
best. Indeed, the coalowners between Barnsley aud Chapeltown, a distaace of 
about eight miles, where the principal collieries are situate, and in which the 
main business to London is, and has been, done, openly express thelr opinion 
that the Great Northern Company are not at all desirous of having the agree- 
ment existing between them and the Midland dissolved, If the directors were 
desirous of having it put au end to, the coalowners pertinently ask why have 
they n t given the necessary nocice for that purpose? But the fact is, the Great 
Northern carries more from the Midland aud Northern districts than it does 
from the one over which it has the entire control, and which is dependent on it

London trade are more encouraging than they have been. :

REPORT FROM MONMOOTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Oct. 20.—In every department of the iron works operations are 
still carried on with considerable vigour, all the hands continuing 
to work full time, so that there is yet no noticeable diminution of 
activity in any part of the district. In some of the steel manufac- 
turing establishments preparations are being made for increased ac- 
tivity, and negociations are in progress for contracts for steel rails 
on Canadian account. There is scarcely anything new to report in 
connection with the Tin-Plate Trade. The works are fairly employed, 
but owing to the continued high price of tin, the manufacture of 
plates is scarcely remunerative. 

The revival which was noticed last week in the Steam Coal Trade 
is so far maintained. There is, however, no improvement to be per- 
ceived in the demand from the French ports or other continental 
markets, whose purchases have decreased since the commencement 
of the war. On the other hand, large quantities are taken by the 
mail-packet companies, and some of the distant naval coaling sta- 
tions. In the House Coal Trade the movement in the demand, con- 
sequent upon the near approach of winter, is becoming more general, 
aud the collieries are kept in pretty regular employment. There is 
a fair demand for Coke on Staffordshire account, and this forms an 
important item in operations at the house coal collieries. Improve- 
meuts are being adopted at some of the large iron-making establish- 
ments, which greatly reduce the consumption of coal in the produc- 
tion of iron.

SILVER MINING IN SONORA, NORTHERN MEXICO. 


Attention is directed to the elaborate and interesting report of Mr+ 
J. P. Clemes on the Almada and Tirito Mines, situate in the im- 
portant mining district of Alamos, in the State of Sonora, Northern 
Mexico, which will be found in the Supplement to the Journal of this 
day.
